“Second, is we will have 
staff actually knock down 
that loose stuff so we don’t 
have that falling hazard of 
the loose rust, and then 
work with the engineers, 
assuming they want to 
keep the pool going, that if 
we are going to do the 
rehabilitation, get the ten¬ 
der documents done so we 
can get the work done 
before the end of 
September.” 

She said right now, with¬ 
out further engineering 
analysis, it is not about 
replacing the roof but 
“rehabilitating” the exist¬ 
ing beams. 

“I don’t have the details,” 
said Henry. 

“It may be parts of beams 


or adding material to the 
existing beams where 
material has corroded but 
most importantly it’s also 
giving all of them a protec¬ 
tive coating from a corro¬ 
sive atmosphere." 

Henry said a “prelimi¬ 
nary estimate” of the cost 
to fix the mst issues is 
about $500,(KM). She said 
she is going to look into a 
new federal grant initia¬ 
tive, the Community 
Infrastructure 
Improvement Fund (CIIF), 
a new program that can 
only be used for project 
rehabilitation. 

The maximum cost of 
any project under the pro¬ 
gram is $500,000. It is half 
funded by the host commu¬ 
nity. 

However, Henry admits 


there are now serious time 
issues, given that engineers 
have already stated that 
the pool cannot remain 
open past October. 

“I am not certain when 
they (federal government) 
would give notification on 
the grant. In fact I would be 
extremely surprised if we 
had an answer by then," 
said Henry. “But the grant 
does allow for covering 
costs retroactively. If they 
(council) want to move 
ahead with the rehabilita¬ 
tion, they would have to 
move ahead without any 
certainty they are going to 
get the grant at all. TTiey 
will have to move ahead 
with the possibility of 
whatever we spend on the 
rehabilitation is gone and 
not recoverable.”

When Jillian Tyler, a for¬ 
mer student at Didsbury’s 
Ross Ford and West glen 
schools, competed for 
Canada at the 2008 
Summer Olympics in 
Beying it was a lifelong 
dream come true

And this month the 23- 
year-old pride of Didsbury 
does it all over again in 
London, England. 

Tyler, who swam and 
trained at the University of 
Minnesota for the past four 
years, arrived in London 
last week with the 
Canadian national team. 
Her parents Ron and 
Donna, along with younger 
sister Brittany, later joined 
her. 

“We have got our flags 
and our umbrellas,” said 
Ron, adding the last time 
he talked to Jillian she was 
“focused and cheerful” 


about heading into her sec¬ 
ond Olympic Games. 

“You always get nervous 
at a meet of this calibre,” 
said Ron, a teacher at Ross 
Ford for the past 30 years. 
I lis wife Donna is a teacher 
at Hugh Sutherland School 
in Carstairs. The couple 
and Brittany all live in 
Calgary, having moved to 
the city in 2001 to accom¬ 
modate Jillian’s training at 
the Cascade Swim Club. 
Jillian is a former elite 
member of the Didsbury 
Aqua Jets Swim Club. 

She is heading to her sec¬ 
ond Olympics following an 
outstanding career at the 
University of Minnesota, 
where she broke several 
records. She also graduat¬ 
ed with a bachelor of jour¬ 
nalism degree. She is com¬ 
peting for Canada in the 
100-metre breaststroke 
competition. At the 2011 
World Championships in 
Shanghai, Tyler made the 
top-8 in that event with a 
time of 1:07.64. 

At the 2008 Games in 
Beying, Tyler competed in 
the same event, earning 
13th place in her Olympic 
debut. 

“She is hoping to go to 
the finals this time and do 
better,” said Ron. “At that 
level there is no room for 
error. If she finishes three 
tenths off her best time she 
might not make the semifi¬ 
nals but if she swims three 
tenths better she could 
make the finals." 

Ron said one important 



part of competition she 
learned at Beying was not 
to get distracted by the 
magnitude of the event. 

“With 10,000 athletes 
there is a lot of room for 
distraction,” he said. “After 
Beying she learned not to 
get distracted.” 

Swim Canada officials 
are expecting their swim¬ 
mers to come home with 
three medals from the 
London Olympics. 

Unfortunately, Jillian fin¬ 
ished 14th Sunday in the 
100-metre breaststroke and 
will not advance to the 
finals. But she could still 
earn a spot in the 4 X 100 
medley relay. 

In the meantime, the 
London games could be 
Jillian’s last mqjor competi¬ 
tion. She is ready to pursue 
her journalism career, and 
she is choosing to begin the

next phase of her young 
life living and working in 
Minnesota. 

“She has found a niche in 
Minnesota. After the games 
she is coming to visit 
Calgary for two or three 
weeks to be with us and 
then it is back to 
Minnesota,” said Ron, 
adding his daughter for the 
moment is totally grateful 
for the opportunities 
Didsbury and the province 
have given her to pursue 
her lifelong dream of 
becoming an Olympian. 

“She is well aware of 
that. These athletes realize 
they didn’t get to where 
they are on their own,” said 
Ron. “They know they have 
an obligation to put on a 
good show. She is proud to 
represent her country, her 
province and the Town of 
Didsburv."

DNP offers a number of 
services to Didsbury and 
area residents, including 
information and referral 
services, community pro¬ 
gramming, family and com¬ 
munity support services, 
Didsbury Out of School 
Care Association 

(DOSCA), resource lend¬ 
ing library and meeting 
space. 

Council members were 
told the agency’s current 
five-year lease on its cur¬ 
rent facility ends on Aug. 
30. The staff report to 
council stated there is a 
1,900 sq. ft. bay available at 
the mall that was once the 
home of The Gilded 
Gallery. The site has an 
open concept design and 
provides 1,200 sq. ft. of 
program space. The cur¬ 
rent site has a total area of 


1,800 sq. ft. with 700 sq. ft. 
of program space. 

“It (new location) is 
more open. It is the best 
we can hope for," said Roy 
Brown, the town’s chief 
administrative officer. 

Council was told with 
increased program space, 
the new location would 
provide adequate office 
area and reception space 
for three DNP staff. As 
well, the agency will be 
close to the downtown 
core, town office and the 
public library, said the 
report. 

Council members heard 
the annual cost at the new 
mall facility will be slightly 
higher, moving to $23,750 
from $23,000 at the current 
site. The new landlord, 
who has agreed to a five- 
year lease, agreed to waive 
rent for the month of 
August to ensure DNP is 
not paying rent for two 
spaces. 


The report also said the 
move to the new location 
resolves an issue with 
DOSCA, which is currently 
housed out of Ross Ford 
Elementary School. 

Council was told DNP was 
informed that following 
the 2013/14 school year the 
agency will no longer be 
able to access classrooms 
for the program. DNP has 
been asked to use the gym 
for its service, which 
would force DOSCA to set 
up and take down its pro¬ 
gram each day. 

“Because of the close 
proximity to the school, 
the DOSCA program could 
move into this proposed 
space, allowing it to 
remain as a permanent 
program for our staff and 
children,” said the report 
to council. “The funds that 
are currently paid to Ross 
Ford for rent would then 
be allocated towards the 
rent of the new building.”
